Relative to Bus Franchise 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposal No. 5, Shall the franchise ordi- 
nance applied for December 1, 1954, en- 
titled, “AN ORDINANCE granting to 
Inter-City Coach Line Company, a Michi- 
gan corporation, its successors and assigns, 
the right to own and operate a city bus 
transportation system for hire within, 
through and from place to place about 
the City of Lansing for a period of ten 
(10) years, and to repeal all ordinances 
or parts of ordinances inconsistent here- 
with” be adopted?, was 12,832, of which

favor of the Proposal No. 6 and 4,082 
votes were cast against the Proposal No. 6.

(6), Section 21 of the Lansing Zoning Ordi- 
nance, to relieve a practical difficulty 
caused by doctor’s orders that Mrs. Wood- 
cock not use stairs.

The appeal by Grace Wells to erect a 
glass enclosed front porch, which will 


extend beyond established set-back line but 
no further than present open porch, at 1119 
W. Ottawa Street, was considered. The 
petitioner was present.

(6), Section 21 of the Lansing Zoning Ordi- 
nance, because it would be an improvement 
of the property and not adversely affect 
the neighborhood.

The appeal by Herbert J. Decess to erect 
an enclosed front porch beyond set-back 
line but no further than present open 
porch, at 921 Banghart, was considered. 
The petitioner was present. There were 
no objections. 


It was moved by Mutz, supported by 
McSherry, that the appeal be granted 
under (6), Section 21 of the Lansing Zon- 
ing Ordinance, to relieve a practical diffi- 
culty and will not adversely affect the 
adjoining property.
